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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications in 
or related to numismatics with abstracts of their contents. Beginning with NL 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been 
submitted by an international board of contributing editors, each of whom 
collects material published in his country. The contents and quality of NL 
reflect the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, 
whose cooperation can create a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained in 
order to enable each reader to find and use material in his own field more 
easily, while benefiting from work published in peripheral fields. Most 
entries are grouped under broad cultural, geographical, or typological 
sections. In addition, the section Technology and Methodology lists works in 
which recently developed techniques for numismatic study are described or 
significantly applied. The Greek section correlates with the broad definition 
of Head’s Historia Numorum. At the end of each section is a list of numbered 
cross references to abstracts with related material in other sections. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The 
author index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical titles are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical title abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. In 
this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications in 
many fields in which numismatic material appears and a convenient 
compilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcome and may be 
addressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. 
The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that 
participation will continue to grow.

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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the bibliographic 
information and the abstract. 

Bibliographic Information 

All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the authors) 

2. The title of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman alphabet. 
If the publication is not written in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, the 
original title should be followed by a translation into one of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must also be 
given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a festschrift or 
proceedings of a congress, the following information must also be given: 

3. Complete title of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Presence of illustrations 

8. ISBN, optional. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include specific 
information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s attention, and the 
title is fully descriptive of the contents, the bibliographic information alone may be 
given and the abstract omitted. 
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The Abstract 


Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of the 
content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract does not offer 
critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about SO to 200 words in length, depending upon 
the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract may be desirable 
when the original publication is not readily available or is written in a language most 
readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, but will be 
published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full name of the 
abstractor.

Heichelheim, V.B. Schuman, and C.B. Welles, who had inferred a debasement of the 
silver from the wording of the Greek papyri. The great debasement of 53/2 did not 
change the internal value of the silver tetradrachm—its value remained 2,000 copper 
drachms—but did change the international value of the same coins: the Ptolemaic 
tetradrachm fell from four Attic drachms or Roman denarii to one Attic drachm or 
Roman denarius.

Since Ptolemy II had originally 
dated these rites to every fourth year on his Macedonian calendar of 369 days, the date 
of the festival had moved forward with respect to the seasonal cycle from winter of 
282, when Ptolemy I had died, to spring of 266, when his son had held the last festival 
on the Macedonian calendar. Support for this hypothesis comes from numismatic and 
textual evidence and from the appearance of Venus as a morning star close to the 
acronychal rising of Canopus about the 25th of January in 262.

Rhodian inscriptions did not use the surname if 
they referred to him; Ptolemaic inscriptions referred to Ptolemy I and Berenice I as the 
Theoi Soteres from 282, but referred to Ptolemy I individually as Ptolemy or as King 
Ptolemy. The same terminology appeared on Ptolemaic coins until the 23rd regnal 
year of Ptolemy II or 263/2, when they started to employ the phrase Ptolemaios Soter.

Zeus, the regent declared, had sent these comets to augur the future 
greatness of the king. Silver tetradrachms rendered the message in symbols (Svoronos 
1249). The obverse of these tetradrachms showed the draped and diademed bust of 
Ptolemy V, while the reverse bore the legend FITOAEMAIOY ETIIOANOYX and a 
comet on either side of a winged thunderbolt, symbol of Zeus, lord of the heavens and 
protector of the Ptolemies.

In the second year of the 
reign of Antoninus Pius (Aug. 19, 138 to Aug. 28, 139) the great Sothic cycle, which 
took 1,460 years, would come full circle. To celebrate, a billon tetradrachm was 
issued. However, four years later, another similar coin was issued. It may have been 
struck in commemoration of the Sothic anniversary celebration which lasted four 
years.

This is a careful and detailed publication of the discoveiy of a savings hoard of 
3,942 small bronze coins of the 3rd-5th centuries (mean weight of 1.28 grams) coming 
from excavations on the Byrsa, with unknown date and context. Preliminary 
publication of the material appeared in CEDAC, Bull. 8 pp. 46-48 and MONG 25/5 
pp. 69-73. The 2,979 identifiable coins, other than 17 struck in or imitations of the 
third century, include all the principal reigns from 337-440. The burial date is 
established as 439, the time of the capture of Carthage by the Vandals. The 
distribution by mint shows the increasing proportion of the mint of Rome (31% before 
378 and 73% after) and the diminution of that of Constantinople and the mints of the 
Propontis (from 31% to 16%). Comparison is made with other similar finds from

Among the finds 
published are the “hoard” of Borino 1(17 nummi and bronze coins from 337-61), the 
“hoard” of Borino II (11 nummi from 337-46), and the “hoard” of Barutin (9 nummi 
and bronze coins from 324-75). These were, in fact, funerary deposits found during 
excavations. The collection also includes 12 Byzantine bronze coins from Anastasius 
I to Phocas, doubtlessly found around the city of Smoljan in the Rhodopes.

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Silver coins and currency under Timur and Timurid still remain outside most 
researchers’ attention. Even the aspects of crucial improtance, such as fineness and 
weight standards of silver coins (tangah, tangachah), have not yet been studied; 
meanwhile, without taking these aspects into account it is impossible to understand 
the peculiarities of currency circulation and financial policy. In this article the author 
has used the following sources for the 15th century: documents (wathiqah and waqf- 
namah), communications of some Moslem historians and foreign envoys, real and 
average weights of several groups of Timurid and early Shaybanid coins, and results 
of chemical analysis of silver tangahs. The comparative study of all these sources has 
allowed the determination of 5 weight standards, estimation of their values (both in 
Moslem weight units and in grams), and their “constituents”: mithqal+2 dang=6.4 g 
(Timur); mithqal+1.5 dang=6.0 g, mithqal+dang=5.6 g, mithqal +0.5 dang=5.2 g 
(Shahrukh); mithqal =4.8 g. The sources indicate two specific standards of fineness: 
the state one, equal to 100% silver, and a local (in Qazwin) of 96.66%. (Author)

Twenty-four coins were discovered in the 186 tombs of the 11th century cemetery 
at Alba Iulia.

The author discusses the utilization of finds of Byzantine coins, those of the 
Golden Horde, and the states of central and western Europe in the 13th-15th centuries 
as a source for the history of the evolution of East-West commercial relations in the 
Danube region.

The author publishes 779 gold and silver Transylvanian coins, plus a few bronze 
coins, from the collection of the engineer C. Orghidan. The collection includes coins 
from 1538-1780 and three medals from 1837. The coins were issued at Cluj, Sibiu, 
Baia Mare, Bra§ov, F&g&ra?, Alba Iulia, Sighi$oara, Seica Midi, Bistrifa, Kremnicz, 
Kosice (Czech and Slovak area), Oppok and Cieszyn (Poland).

The second example of a 1796 Draped Bust Small Eagle dollar (Bolender 6, 
Bowers-Borckardt 64) was consigned to the auction house. The reverse is unknown 
on any other variety in the dollar series. The obverse die is the same as that for BB63 
featuring a small wide date. A brief history of the variety and the provenance of the 
coins is provided.

797 BRESSETT, KENNETH. 1795 United States Silver Dollar with 
Official Plug. John M. Kleeberg, ed., America’s Silver Dollars. Coinage of 
the Americas Conference, Proceedings No. 9 (New York, The American 
Numismatic Society 1995) pp. 57-62 illus. ISBN 0-89722-257-1. 
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The author describes a new discovery—the practice of putting a silver plug in the 
center of U.S. dollars of 1795. Clearly done at the mint, it was evidently 
accomplished by putting a silver tack through the planchet prior to striking; the author 
suggests this as a means of bringing underweight planchets up to standard. (Author) 

798 FAZZARI, F. MICHAEL. Update on Trade Dollar Hub Varieties. 
GobrechtJ 21 no. 63 (July 1995) pp. 48-49. 

The author provides two tables for identifying the hub combinations in the series. 
The first table is for proof coins and the second for business strikes. For the proof 
series, "five hub combinations exist for the thirteen dates and that two hub 
combinations have been identified for 1878 and 1879 proof coins." Explanations of the 
tables are also included. (Thomas Serf ass) 

799 FORTIN, GERRY. Results of the 1995 Liberty Seated Dime Variety 
Survey. GobrechtJ 21 no. 63 (July 1995) pp. 15-26. 

The survey reports the coins submitted by 65 club members representing over 
5,100 coins. The bias of the survey is indicated and the author includes a chart of 
varieties not included in most of the collections. An observations and commentary 
section is included for most dates and mint marks. The tally chart includes: date, 
variety, and total number of coins, and then the total is broken out by grade from 
AG/VG through to MS, with a proof grade available as well. Fortin states that Greer's 
work on the series has made the survey especially successful and gives him a full 
measure of credit for his accomplishments.

800 GRELLMAN, BOB. Late Date Cent Update—1854 N30. PW 29 no. 
5 (Sept. 15,1995) p. 258. 

The obverse die is 1854 N-21, late die state, with a 1854 N-23 reverse, early die 
state. The author theorizes that this will be a rare variety and encourages collectors to 
check their 1854 N-21's in late die state to see if they are the new variety. Also 
confirmed is the variety 1846 N-46 with a second example. (Thomas Serfass) 

801 GRIFFEE, JOHN. New Jersey Coppers, Part 23: Maris 45d. PW 29 
no. 3 (May 15, 1995) pp. 155-58. 

This NJ copper is distinguished by a "small diebreak at 4:00 on the shield, which 
points to the final star, [and] distinguishes the 45d from all other varieties." Although 
the author later notes that the 43d has a similar break, other easily distinguishable 
features help sort out those varieties. Interestingly, the diebreak on the 45d does not 
expand or enlarge; it remains essentially the same on all the coins. The author 
proposes an emission sequence and provides a condition census. (Thomas Serfass) 

802 GRIFFEE, JOHN. N.J. Coppers, Part 24: Maris 74bb. PW 29 no. 4 
(July 15, 1995) pp. 222-24. 
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The author presents a description of this "Running Fox” die variety and some of 
the interesting mistakes in various attribution's of the variety including that of Maris. 
The auction appearances and condition census complete this installment of Griffee's 
continuing study.

803 GRIFFEE, JOHN. N.J. Coppers, Part 25: Maris 38b. PW 29 no. 5 
(Sept. 15, 1995) p. 259. 

The key diagnostics on this small head variety are that both 7's in the date are 
lower than the other numbers and on the reverse, the 38b has "Springs under the 
Shield." The author does mention a surprising dearth of these coins. A list of 
auction appearances and a condition census are provided.

804 GRIFFEE, JOHN. N.J. Coppers, Part 26: Maris 44c. PW 29 no. 5 
(Sept. 15,1995) p. 260. 

This variety is controversial, as both the author and Ray Williamson believe 
there are two subvarieties which might be properly designated as 44c. 1 & 44c.2. As a 
rare coin (solid R7) it is difficult to gather enough information to answer questions 
about diebreaks, etc., to test the theory properly. The auction appearance listing and 
condition census are provided.

Archival information on Dudley's work for Morris and efforts to establish a mint, 
deliveries of copper to Philadelphia and Dudley's work on the Nova patterns are 
presented. The author then speculates on historical possibilities and states his belief 
that the Nova Constellatio copper coinage was produced at Philadelphia.

ISBN 0-89722-257-1. 

The author publishes two cancelled dies for Morgan dollars (1883, Carson City 
mint). The dies bear numbers on their sides: 17 for the head die, 14 for the eagle die. 
The author discusses the significance of these numbers in the light of current 
estimates of the number of dies used to mint the 1883-C dollars, namely ten obverse 
dies and ten reverse dies. (Author) 

811 KLEEBERG, JOHN M. The Silver Dollar as an Element of 
International Trade: A Study in Failure. John M. Kleeberg, ed., America’s 
Silver Dollars. Coinage of the Americas Conference, Proceedings No. 9 
(New York, The American Numismatic Society 1995) pp. 87-110 illus. ISBN 
0-89722-257-1. 

The author reviews the evidence for the circulation of the United States silver 
dollar overseas, including literary evidence, countermarks and overstrikes, and hoards. 
He discusses why the United States silver dollar did not circulate extensively, and 
concludes that the small issues of the United States were swamped by the large issues 
of Mexico. Furthermore, so long as the Mexican silver dollar and the United States 
silver dollar were legally equal (until 1857), there was no incentive to bring Mexican 
silver dollars to the U.S. Mint for ^coinage; a businessman would have lost interest 
on his money if he had done so. The only reason to bring silver coins to the mint was 
if they were mutilated; thus much cut money was recoined. (Author) 
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812 LOGAN, RUSSELL J. Off-Center Bust Half Dollars: A Definitive 
Description. JRJ 9 no. 3 (Sept. 1995) pp. 14-22 illus. 

A review of current methods of describing the off-centeredness of a strike is 
followed by the author’s five characteristics which will define the off-centeredness of 
a strike. They include magnitude and direction of off-centering, flatness of planchet, 
doubling of strike, and description of the edge. A precise formula is offered for 
determining the magnitude characteristic followed by simpler “rule of thumb” short 
cuts for the bourse floor. The author further explains each of the other characteristics 
offered in the definition. The author also credits Carlton Greve with producing a 
useful method in a recent article.

814 LORING, DENIS W. A Beginner's Guide to Large Cent Literature. 
PW 29 no. 4 (July 15, 1995) pp. 220-22 

Originally published in Remy Bourne's Numismatic Literature Review and Fixed 
Price List (vol. 1 no. 3, May 1995), this article provides a literature foundation for 
those collectors interested in Large Cents. The rationale for having a library is 
briefly stated followed by three groups of resources, general numismatic "musts," 
specific large cent references, and ongoing sources of information such as auction 
catalogs, Penny-Wise, and CQR. The basic corpus in large cents includes the works 
of Howard Newcomb, William Sheldon, William (Bill) Noyes and John Wright. The 
new attribution guide by Bob Grellman and Jules Reiver on late date cents also is 
included. Loring then goes on to suggest the "All Star" auction catalogs which should 
form the beginning of a large cent auction catalog library.

815 MALLIS, A. GEORGE. The Development of the 1878 Morgan Silver 
Dollars. John M. Kleeberg, ed., America’s Silver Dollars. Coinage of the 
Americas Conference, Proceedings No. 9 (New York, The American 
Numismatic Society 1995) pp. 63-86 illus.

The author who, with Leroy C. Van Allen, compiled the standard reference work 
on Morgan dollar die varieties (Comprehensive Catalogue and Encyclopedia of 
Morgan <4 Peace Dollars, 3rd ed., Virginia Beach 1992), discusses the original 
design of the Morgan dollar of 1878 and the numerous revisions it underwent. Over 
100 die varieties are known for 1878. (Author) 
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816 MANLEY, RON. Rarity Estimates of 1794 Half Cents Related to 
Edge Letter Size. PW 29 no. 3 (May 15, 1995) pp. 159-62. 

The process of edge lettering half cent planchets is explained, as well as the 
breakdown between those half cents with large edge lettering and small edge 
lettering. The author then combines mintage delivery information with edge lettering 
information on three distinct groups of lettered edge planchets. Using existing rarity 
and survivorship estimates, deductions are made as to how these combinations of edge 
lettering with various die pairs came about. The survivorship formulas and two 
tables summarizing their results are presented. (Thomas Serf ass)

1 (April 1995) pp. 1495-1500 illus. 

The author discusses the axial alignment of the obverse and reverse of his NJ 17- 
K and other New Jersey copper varieties and how it varies from the norm. He also 
describes the alignment of the undertype with repect to the New Jersey coin.

819 MOORE, ROGER A. NJ 17-y with VT Undertype. CNL 35 no. 2 pp. 
1548-51. 

The author offers an interesting explanation of the use of lightweight state coins 
as undertypes. The likely course of events is painted with careful attention to known 
facts with the supposition clearly labeled. (Thomas Serfass) 

820 MOTT, KEN and JEFF ROCK. New Connecticut 33.49-Z.9. CNL 
34 no. 3 (Nov. 1994) pp. 1452-54. 

The authors publish a new variety of Connecticut copper with a previously 
unknown obverse, married to a known reverse (Z). They explain their obverse 
attribution in some detail although because of the poor condition of the coin, the 
attribution is not certain. There are interesting theories about the cause of the 
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weakness of the strike which must wait for a second example of the variety for 
confirmation or refutation. The authors provide a die interlock chart and where the 
new variety fits into it. (Thomas Serfass) 


821 NEWMAN, ERIC P. The Dollar $ign: Its Written and Printed 
Origins. John M. Kleeberg, ed., America’s Silver Dollars. Coinage of the 
Americas Conference, Proceedings No. 9 (New York, The American 
Numismatic Society 1995) pp. l-56illus. ISBN 0-89722-257-1. 

British traders and merchants moving into West Florida and Louisiana after the 
change of ownership in 1764 are shown to have converted the Spanish symbol (pS) for 
the coined peso into a convenient ligature form beginning about 1768, thus creating 
the $ sign. The first conventional $ sign in type is traced to 1799 rather than to a 
1797 symbol of different makeup. The early uses of the $ sign are illustrated and 
explained. (Author) 

822 NEWMAN, ERIC P. A Restated Opinion on the Origin of the 1804 
Dollar and the 1804 Eagle Proofs. John M. Kleeberg, ed., America’s Silver 
Dollars. Coinage of the Americas Conference, Proceedings No. 9 (New 
York, The American Numismatic Society 1995) pp. 111-22 illus. ISBN 0- 
89722-257-1. 

A new reason why the 1804 dollar and 1804 U.S. Eagle were coined in 1834 for 
presentation sets is presented. It is pointed out that no device punches for either the 
obverse or reverse of the dollar or Eagle denominations had been made for 30 years 
and that to match existing 1834 coinage designs it would have taken extensive extra 
work and much more time to engrave new device punches. Thus it was more 
convenient to use the old available device punches of a different design to create dies 
for these desired denominations, even though back-dating the coins was illegal.

The author compared the plates on the six notable specimens of this rare variety 
and has determined that three of the coin listing represent a duplicated listing of the 
same coin. Perkins concludes that the Krugjohann and Rusbar coins were identical, 
the Emery-Nichols and Frontenac specimens were the same coin as well as the 
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Newcomer and Baldenhofer coins represent duplicate listings of one coin. He 
explains his points of comparison from the plates and provenance information.

1807 quarter eagle is visible on later 1807 quarter eagle reverses. The same die was 
used to strike 1807 dimes. "So, early 1807 dimes have a die clash reflecting the 
obverse of an 1807 quarter eagle - truly an inter-denominational clash."

An extensive 
literature search turned up only one additional V4 coin, although the author explains 
why he believes there are many more possibly in existence. The history of new 
variety discoveries since Newlin rounds out this article.

The author provides an overview of U.S. bust dollars with emphasis on some of 
the more unusual varieties.

(Jan. 1995) pp. 38-39. 
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A group of collectors wanted to study the progression of die cracks, clashes etc. 
for the 1814 Bust Half Dollars by variety. They examined between 6 and 12 
examples of each variety and found at least three and as many as 5 die states for the 9 
varieties of 1814 bust half dollar. (Thomas Serfass) 

830 RUTHERFORD, DAVE. Auction Appearances of Bust Halves. JRJ 9 
no. 3 (Sept. 1995) pp. 37-39 

The author summarizes the appearance of bust halves at auction over the last 4 to 
5 years from 80 auctions. The limitations and biases of this listing are discussed, the 
results are presented in tabular form with year, variety, rarity, and number of 
appearances.

831 SILBERMAN, HERBERT. The New Jersey Story. CNL 35 no. 2 pp. 
1578-86. 

The article begins with a concise history of the founding of New Jersey and its 
changing ownership, followed by a section on Morristown and its money making and 
counterfeiting activity. Then the author offers detailed information on early New 
Jersey mines which should be of interest to collectors of any of the early American 
copper issues. A map is presented at the conclusion of the article. (Thomas Serfass) 

832 SKALBE, JAMES E. The Dating and Emission Sequence of the Oak 
and Pine Tree Coinage of Massachusetts Bay. The C4 Newsletter 3 no. 1 
(March 1995) pp. 19-23. 

The author proposes an emission sequence based primarily on his analysis of 
certain developments and there connection to the coinage. There are a few steps in 
the proposed sequence which are based on technical fact such as Noe 3 as the first 
Oak tree obverse and as a transitional piece from the Willow tree coins.

These are followed by a 
collector/investor appreciation evaluation section and other remarks. After the formal 
presentation of each yeardate the author has a section which varies widely but 
provides excellent information and advice which ranges from how to attention a show 
and buy coins to grading to technical details about counterfeits and the minting 
process.

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834 SOUDERS, EDGAR E. Capped Bust Half Dollar Secret; The 
Planchets. JRJ 9 no. 2 (Jan. 1995) pp. 30-34 illus. 

The author explains the cavalier method the first mint used to obtain silver for 
coining. Then he proceeds to explain in detail the process whereby a deposit of silver 
bullion became a half dollar planchet and the mint employees who were primarily 
responsible for each step in the process during an early period in the Mint's history.

This articles focuses on letters and diary entries having to do with shipments 
of specie by French vessel (La Resolute) to America and the treasure caravan from 
Boston to Philadelphia. Sources of material are carefully noted and a bibliography of 
sources is included.

836 STARK, ROBERT. Countermarked and Overstruck Early U.S. 
Dollars. John M. Kleeberg, ed., America’s Silver Dollars. Coinage of the 
Americas Conference, Proceedings No. 9 (New York, The American 
Numismatic Society 1995) pp. 63-72 illus. ISBN 0-89722-257-1. 

The author, in process of assembling a corpus of countermarks on early U.S. 
dollars, reviews the practice and provides interesting examples. Several reasons for 
countermarking are adduced, including advertising and revaluing for local use. 
Dollars countermarked or overstruck for use in the Caribbean and Latin America are 
described and illustrated. (Author) 

837 TARASZKA, ANTHONY J. 1797 and 1798 Eagles—Corrected Die 
Emission Sequence. JRJ 9 no. 3 (Sept. 1995) pp. 26-27, 31, illus. 

Starting from the same premise that Harry Bass used in concluding that 1797 D 
was struck before 1797 C, the author has located a faint but relatively long die crack 
in the 1797 Breen 2D Eagle reverse which is not present on either of the 1798/7 
Breen 1A and 2A varieties. The author concludes from these findings that the 1797/8 
coins had to have been struck before the 1797 2C and 2D varieties. The conclusions 
of the author result in a change in the emission sequence for this series to 1797 Breen 
2B, 1798/7 1A 1798/7 2A (definitive placement of within the 1798/7's is not possible 
at this time), 1797 Breen 2D and 1797 Breen 2C. A chart is presented at the end of 
the article.

CNL 34 no. 2 (June 1994) 
pp. 1440-42. 
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The contents of a diary kept by Johann Dohla provide the answer to the question 
of how foreign mercenary soldiers were paid.

839 TRUDGEN, GARY. John Bridges Tavern. CNL 35 no. 2 pp. 1534-40 
illus. 

The author reviews the coins found at the Tavern which operated in the last 
quarter of the 18th century near a British Fort (Ligonier) in southwestern 
Pennsylvania. A few contemporary journal references also confirm the tavern's 
operation. Both a table of the coins recovered and an analysis of the group is 
provided. The article provides physical confirmation of several theories concerning 
coins in circulation in colonial America. (Thomas Serfass) 

840 VAN RYZIN, ROBERT. Twisted Tails: Sifted Fact, Fantasy and 
Fiction from U.S. Coin History. Iola, WI, Krause Publications 1995. 239 pp. 
illus. 

Many of the fascinating stories about rare coins such as 1894 S dime, the 1913 
Liberty Head nickel and the silver for the 1792 half dimes are examined as well as the 
identity of the Native Americans who modeled for the Buffalo head nickel (and the 
bison who served as model too). The facts of the Standing Liberty quarter redesign 
and Augustus St. Gaudens involvement in coinage design are covered. The 
controversy over the design of the Roosevelt dime is addressed and details about 
various models who served as the basis of several coin designs is clarified. The 
author provides up to date facts and outlines the remaining uncertainties. The answers 
to many numismatic disagreements are nestled in this volume.

The principal laws and decrees related to 
the coinage are summarized; during these four years the Brazilian currency changed 
its denomination three times; from Cruzado to Cruzeiro, then to Cruzeiro Real, and 
finally to REAL.

849 LOHMANN VILLENA, G. La memorable crisis monetaria de 
mediados del siglo XVII y sus repercusiones en el virreinato del Peru. 
Anuario de Estudios Americano 33 (Seville, Escuela de Estudios Hispano- 
Americanos 1976) pp. 579-639 illus. 

This is an erudite narrative on the monetary effect of the great fraud at the Potosf 
Mint at the middle of the 17th century. To restore order the Crown appointed Dr. 
Francisco Nestares Marin “visitador” (specially appointed inspector with ample 
powers) at the Mint. He took charge in November 1648, offenders were detained and 
sentenced, damage and cost to the Mint were established. One assayer had debased 
the mintmetal to as little as three parts silver to five copper. Deficient coinage was 
partly withdrawn for refining, partly firmly devaluated. Assayer Rodriguez de Rodas, 
who arrived from Spain with Nestares, marked the new coinage when minting was 
resumed. But these new series, coined 1649-51 were still somewhat faulty, lacking 5 
to 6 grains of silver, thereby causing dismay and refusal of acceptance abroad. By 
June 1651, the government intended to reduce the parity of these coins from 8 to 7 1/2 
reales, countermarking them, but Nestares requested the viceroy to warrant the defect: 
otherwise it would be impossible to cover the cost of minting without affecting the 
public treasury. The monetary chaos was great; the author lists seven different types 
of pesos, circulating simultaneously or successively and mentions transactions made 
with one or another type. In desperation, the authorities proclaimed the devaluation of 
the coins with Rodas’ mark on January 31, 1652, allowing eight months for 
submission at the Mint or public treasuries, where owners would receive the exact 
equivalent of fine silver contained in the surrendered coins and lose the difference of 
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1/2 real on the pieces of eight or 1/4 real on the pieces of four. Where the coins could 
not be melted down immediately, they would be countermarked to be better 
distinguished from older, approved series. As the coins were widely spread around, 
the term for final surrender was repeatedly extended, ended only by the final edict of 
April 30, 1657. The denominations of two and one reales were not affected in the 
Lima area but were devalued elsewhere by 50% and finally eliminated by an edict of 
October 6, 1659. Meanwhile Nestares had instructed the Mint on July 6, 1652 to 
issue the new pillar coinage with proper grade and weight. (K.A. Dym) 

850 MENDEZ BAROZZI, R. Destacados titulos sobre “Trabajos 
Numism&icos” referidos a Hispanoamlrica, realizados en Argentina. 
GacNum 117 (June 1995) pp. 73-76. 

This article lists 58 titles of numismatic literature published in Argentina 
between 1875 and 1977.

851 MENZEL, S.H. The Potosi Mint Scandal and Great Transition of 
1652. West Palm Beach, Florida, En Rada Publications 1995. 37 pp. illus. 

The author compiles the causes of severe debasement of Potosf coinage in the 
late 1640’s and describes in detail the successive die patterns tried out in 1652 until 
the final design for the new series of Potosf coinage was established. (K.A. Dym) 

852 WALLACE, HOLLAND. The use of the P 1 ^ mint mark at Popaydn, 
1814-1820. AT 30 no. 8 (Aug. 1995) pp. 180-84 illus. 

From 1772 to 1820 the Popaydn mint in the Spanish American vice-royalty of 
Nuevo Reino de Granada customarily used the simple mint mark P. Between 1814 
and 1820, during the war for independence, the variant mint mark P* 1 appeared on 
several occasions. The city changed hands frequently between royalist and patriot 
forces; a chronology of the period indicates that the new mint mark was used to denote 
patriot control of the mint. The silver quarter real of 1816, which bears the P 1 * 1 mint 
mark, was struck to the debased standard used by the patriots at Santa Fe de Bogotd, 
further evidence of the intent of the variant mint mark. During the intervals in which 
royalists reoccupied the city, the normal P mint mark was used. (Author)

Local paper issues of the han (clans) of Japan in the 17th- 19th centuries are listed, 
illustrated, and evaluated. This set of reprints allows the reader access to these 
several years of articles without having to search through individual issues of the 
magazine. Unfortunately, the quality of the reproduction is not high, so the 
illustrations are difficult to use.

By then 
analysing each of these symbolic images within their political and economic contexts, 
at both local and national levels, we can understand the message these reverses were 
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intended to convey, and thus the role which the town’s consulate envisaged for jetons, 
and the reasons why it exploited this type of metallic memorial of itself so 
consistently during the period examined. Conversely, the historic evidence thus 
offered by the jetons enriches our understanding of seventeenth century society, again 
both within Lyons and across the country as a whole. Consequently the study 
contributes to a reappraisal of the changing balance of power between the provinces 
and the centre througout the seventeenth century.

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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications in 
or related to numismatics with abstracts of their contents. Beginning with NL 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been 
submitted by an international board of contributing editors, each of whom 
collects material published in his country. The contents and quality of NL 
reflect the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, 
whose cooperation can create a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained in 
order to enable each reader to find and use material in his own field more 
easily, while benefiting from work published in peripheral fields. Most 
entries are grouped under broad cultural, geographical, or typological 
sections. In addition, the section Technology and Methodology lists works in 
which recently developed techniques for numismatic study are described or 
significantly applied. The Greek section correlates with the broad definition 
of Head’s Historia Numorum. At the end of each section is a list of numbered 
cross references to abstracts with related material in other sections. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The 
author index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical titles are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical title abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. In 
this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications in 
many fields in which numismatic material appears and a convenient 
compilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcome and may be 
addressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. 
The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that 
participation will continue to grow.

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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the bibliographic 
information and the abstract. 

Bibliographic Information 

All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the authorfs) 

2. The title of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman alphabet. 
If the publication is not written in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, the 
original title should be followed by a translation into one of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must also be 
given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a festschrift or 
proceedings of a congress, the following information must also be given: 

3. Complete title of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor's name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 
3. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Presence of illustrations 

8. ISBN, optional. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include specific 
information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s attention, and the 
title is fully descriptive of the contents, the bibliographic information alone may be 
given and the abstract omitted. 
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The Abstract 


Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of the 
content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract does not offer 
critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depending upon 
the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract may be desirable 
when the original publication is not readily available or is written in a language most 
readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, but will be 
published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full name of the 
abstractor.

Probably 
buried in 68-69, the hoard consisted of about 10 percent from Nero’s reign, several 
asses of Agrippa and several Caligulan sestertii, with the rest roughly equal of 
Augustus, Tiberius and Claudius. Two-thirds were heavily worn. Of low value at the 
time of burial, the hoard is unlikely to have belonged to a soldier or merchant, but 
may have originated in a local temple. Coin wear and chronological distribution 
testify to Roman exploitation of the Kosmaj mines beginning during the first decades 
of the 1st century, probably continuing the extraction of silver begun by the Scordisci.

Bolivia became independent after the surrender of the last Spanish-colonial 
forces, December 9, 1824. The new nation, called “Republica Bolivar,” committed 
the design for its coinage in August, 1825. Diameter, weight and grade should be the 
same as the former (Spanish) coins, which were still minted in Potosf to meet 
currency needs. The famous silver mountain was to be displayed on the obverse and 
two alpacas, a tree of liberty and five stars, one for each province, on the reverse. But 
the obverse pattern was reconsidered when the nation’s first president, Marshall 
Sucre, recommended that the Libertador Simdn Bolivar be shown on the obverse 
instead of the mountain. On November 20, 1826, the national coinage law was issued 
and minting began in January of 1827. The official name of the nation was already 
changed to “Republica Boliviana.” A table shows the weights, diameters and 
quantities of the 8, 4, 2, 1, and V 2 Soles pieces minted during 1827. On the former 
Spanish coinage, struck in Potosf during 1825 and 1826, the yearmark 1825 was 
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continued during 1826. Those late colonial series, marked 1825, can only be dated by 
their different assayer marks: 1) P J, corresponding to most of 1824; 2) J, probably 
the last part of 1824 and the beginning of 1825, followed by 3) J L, which corresponds 
to 1826. (K.A. Dym) 

510 BOEGHEIM, L.M.J. Goud van Aruba. Beeldenaar 18 (1994) pp. 
239-45. 

The story of the mining of gold on Aruba in the Dutch Caribbean from its 
discovery in 1824, the subsequent production of this precious metal until 1916, and 
the minting of Dutch gold coins at Utrecht from this gold are discussed. (Author)

Evidence is presented that a one-escudo coin of 1619 discovered in the wreckage 
of the “Atocha” is a coin made in Cartagena, and thus is the earliest gold coin known 
to have been made in America. It is maintained that the dies used in making this coin 
were similar to those used for making the two-escudo coin of 1622, previously thought 
to have been made in Santa Fe (Bogota) and to have been the earliest gold coin made 
in the Americas.

The Argentinean law of November 5, 1881 among other things provided for the 
issuance of copper coins with a value of 1 and 2 centavos. These coins were of the 
same weight and size of the French copper coins valued at 5 and 10 c6ntimos, and the 
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Argentinean coins were illegally introduced into France where they circulated for a 
number of years. Efforts of the French police to stop the trade are described.

The paper has 
two sections, the first about the mint’s institutional history in three chapters: 1. 
Preceding correspondence and the royal order to install the mint in Lima, dated 
August 23, 1565, with detailed instructions for the coinage. 2. The first minting 
cycle Sept. 1568-Oct. 1569, followed by decline, severely reduced operation and halt 
of minting. 3. Mint reopened Sept. 1577. The second section has three chapters on 
procedures: 1. Processing of the metal. 2. Production. 3. Personnel. (K.A. Dym) 

517 FLATT, HORACE P. The Coins of Independent Peru, Volume I: 
1821-1857. Terrell, Texas 1994. 95 pp. illus. 

In addition to describing the coins issued by the mints of Lima, Cuzco, Arequipa, 
and Pasco during this period, the political and economic background surrounding the 
issue of these coins is described in this survey book. The effect of the continued 
influx of debased Bolivian coins is considered in some detail. An extensive 
bibliography is included. (Author) 

518 FLATT, HORACE P. The Coins of Independent Peru, Volume II: 
1858-1917. Terrell, Texas 1994. 133 pp. illus. 

This survey book describes the coins issued by the Lima, Ayucucho, and 
Arequipa mints during the indicated period. The problems of the conversion to a 
decimal monetary system are covered in some detail, as well as the recall of all 
debased coins. The abortive attempt to go to a gold standard at the time of the War of 
the Pacific (1879-83), and the subsequent successful effort in 1898 are covered. An 
explanation for the very large number of varieties of the basic coin of this era, the sol, 
is offered. An extensive bibliography is included. (Author) 

519 FLATT, HORACE P. The Coins of Independent Peru, Volume III: 
Bolivian Moneda Feble. Terrell, Texas 1994. 136 pp. illus. 

Beginning in 1830, Bolivia secretly issued debased silver coins, ostensibly for 
use in that country but in reality for use in commercial trade with Peru. The 
Peruvians, short of coins of a small denomination, gladly accepted these coins at full 
value. A classic example of the effect of Gresham’s law followed, with the “bad” 
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coins of Bolivia driving the “good” coins of Peru from circulation within Peru. The 
reasons for the Peruvian inability to cope with the increasing problem of the debased 
coins are outlined. A description of the debased Bolivian coins is provided. (Author)

The Pasco and Arequipa Mints. Terrell, Texas 1996. 127 pp. illus.
